THE AMENDED TARIFF BILL. 


According to the Washington corres- 


pondent of the San Francisco Examiner, 
Democratic Congressmen are severely 
criticising the amended tariff bill now 
being considered 
in the 
Senate. 


Bamoro are afloat that the sugar, lead 
and other trusts wielded much power 
before the Senate Finance Committee 
and influenced the report of the com- 
mittee. The Standard Oil Company is 
also said to have carried its point ki 
having the reciprocity clause, which 
was stricken oat of the House bill, re- 
inserted, thus giving the oil company, 
under the guise of reciprocity, com- 
plete control of the American markets. 


It is generally asserted by the Con- 


gressional prophets that the bill will 
not pass the Senate as speedily as was 
anticipated last week. 
Some say it 


may take two months to debate it sec- 
tion by section, though the Democratic 
8 an a tor B, who have charge cf the bill, 
say it will pas 3 at an early day. The 
Louisiana Senators, h, is believed, will 
oppose the bill ni1e<?s the sugar bounty 
clause is satisfact••:•;• to their constitu- 
ents. 


The Senate bill as amended is very 


different from the Wilson bill passed 
by the House. 
Should it pass the 


Senate it may be again amended in the 
House and sent back to the Senate. If 
the House makes the slightest change 
in any of the schedules the bill will 
have to be referred to a Conference 
Committee of the two houses so that it 
is not likely to go to the President be- 
fore the 4th of July, if then.

NORTHERN PACIFIC METHODS. 


ANNUAL MINING ASSESSMENTS. 


Congressmen from the mining States 


are receiving petitions injfavor of and 
against the suspension for 1894 of the 
clause of the mining act of 1872, which 
requires the annual expenditure of $100 
on unpatented mining claims. The 
petitioners, who favor the suspension 
of the act for 1894,say that miners were 
not adequately benefited by the Bus- 
pension of the act in 1893 owing to the 
fact that it came too late in the season 
and a large proportion of the claim 
owners had made the expenditure for 
that year. Those who oppose the fur- 
ther suspension of the act say it will 
benefit non-resident claim 
owners 


more than any other persons. They 
also contend that it will operate as 
well upon gold as upon silver mining 
claims and this would retard the de- 
velopment of the gold claims. 


As there is no discount on gold and 


the purchasing power of the metal is 
greater to-day than ever before, it is 
not problble that persons owning gold 
claims would be deterred from develop- 
ing their because of the suspension of 
the assessment clause of the mining 
act.

The Investigation 
Discloses Peculiar 


Bookkeeping. 


NEW YOEK, May 11.—In the Northern 


Pacific investigation permission was 
given C. W. Wetmore, President of the 
North American Company, to appear 
as counsel for Edward Edes, Secretary 
of the Kocky Fork & Coke City Com- 
pany. Edes produced the books of the 
Oregon Transcontinental, which were 
put in evidence. The books showed 
that when the Chicago & Northern 
Pacific issued bonds for purchase of 
various properties, the Oregon Trans- 
continental advanced it seven or eight 
millions, sold most of the bonds at 90 
cents on the dollar and received a com- 
mission of three per cent. 


The minutes of the meeting of the 


Oregon Transcontinental Directors of 
January 18tb, 1890, created a sensation, 
as they showed that the plan of leasing 
the Chicago & Northern Pacific to the 
Northern Pacific was fully understood 
before the formation of the former, 
and it was formed with the intention 
of BO leasing a through lease to the 
Wisconsin Central. This has always 
been denied. 


Twenty million dollars in bonds of 


the Chicago & Northern Pacific, sold at 
90 per cent., should have brought $18,- 
000,000, but only $9,000,000 appeared on 
the books as received, and there is no 
record to show which purchasers paid. 


"Mr. Edes," said Mr. Pettit, "on the 


list of subscribers to these bonds, I 
find a subscription list of over $4,000,- 
000 by the Deutscher bank, J. H. S. 
Stearn, Henry Villard and associates. 
Was this subscription ever paid ?"

A Photograph Shows That It Has a

Elkins. The camera was exposed 100 
minutes and moved to keep the focus 
on the comet, which is situated in con- 
stellation Hydra. The plate shows a 
tail four degrees long, coursing for the 
first two straight as an arrow. This is 
the first report of the discovery o£ the 
tail, as toe telescopes show no signs of 
one. Mr. Lewis achieved considerable 
prominence a year ago through his ac- 
cidental photographing cf a meteor.

A Di*corery Thjtt Opened the 


Eaatent IJtenttue. 


It ia not a fairy tale that I am going 


to tell yon, though I do take you far 
away to the orient, to the land of the 
lotus flowetr, the land of the pyramids, 
of the obelisks and the Nile, but a story 
true in word and fact 


It is the story of a key, befoia which 


vast treasure houses, impenetrable for 
ages, opened their doors. And-when the 
portals were thrown wide the searchers 
gazed upon vistas containing riches of 
which their wildest imaginings had 
never dreamed. 


It is not a key of gold, though its 


value ia more than its weight in that 
precious metal, nor is it shaped like a 
key at all. And the wealth it unlocked 
is not only for its finders, but for all 
that desire to partake of it, for all pos- 
terity, for you and for me. I speak of the 
Kosetta stone, which ia now in the Brit- 
ish museum. 


Many ages ago Ptolemy Epiphenes, 
king of Egypt, paid the arrears of taxes 
and other debts of the priesthood of 
Egypt, and in thanks and to show their 
respect for his consideration the priest- 
hood, at a synod held in Memphis, passed 
a decree commemorating it. The decree 
was cut into stone, as that was the mode 
of preserving a record of historical 
events. This happened about 196 years 
before tho Christian era. 


Von must know that the Egyptians 


had a different mode of writing from 
ours. They used hieroglyphics or picture 
writing, and this, after great research, 
has been discovered to be the written in- 
terpretation of sounds. 


That a record of Epiphenes' deed 
might not be lost the Egyptians had the 
decree written in three different lan- 
guages, the hieroglyphic, the demotic 
and the Greek. This was done as a pre- 
caution, because, as the country had 
many dialects, a language once in use 
wiw likply to die out in time. So by 
making this trilingual copy of the event, 
each a translation of the other, it was 
likely to be preserved. 


Years passed, and the dust of ages 


buried from view the stone that was des- 
tined to play so important a part in 
throwing a light upon the shadowy con- 
ceptions of modern thinkers regarding 
the past life and manners and customs 
of tho Egyptians. 


This is the origin of the Rosetta stone, 


but no one in the modern world knew of 
its existence until the time of Napoleon. 
He carried his conquering arms all over 
Europe, and not content with his vic- 
tories there he invaded Egypt, where he 
fought the brilliant Egyptian campaign. 


"While stationed near Rosetta,in lower 


Egypt, some of the soldiers with the 
French engineer, M. Boussard, found, 
while excavating in the historical soil, 
a block of stone of black basalt, about 
,. feet in length and a little more than 


3>£feet in width. On it they saw strange 
and unintelligible wirting or drawings. 
It was the Kosetta stone, so called from 
the name of the place where it was 
found, but they did not dream how pre- 
cious their discovery would prove. 


And it was noc until about 16 years 


had passed that even one word was 
translated. Dr. Young in 1816 made 
out the word Ptolemy, and he it was 
who disco\ered that the writing was 
phonetic and not ideographic, as had 
been supposed But the key had not ye* 
done its work, for, like Aladdin and his 
lamp, the talisman had not yet been 
conquered. 


Dr. Young, continuing his research, 


deciphered tho word Berenice among 
the pictorial writings of the frescoes at 
Karnak. But it is to ChampoUon that 
most of the credit is due, for he contin- 
ued the research unremittingly, and 
finally his labors were crowned with vic- 
tory. The translation of the Rosetta 
stone was completed—that is to say, so 
far as the stone itself is complete, for 
one part of it is broken off. 


It was not an easy task to conquer, 


but one well worth the attempt, and 
honor will ever redound to the men that 
undertook and succeeded in opening up 
the broad field of the literature of the 
east, the field that glows with glorious 
deeds and vast achievements, and that 
for ages baffled the wisest.—Philadel- 
piha Times.

Dr. Aldricks of Kentucky is an en- 


thusiastic entomologist. 
When asked 


for some information on the subject he 
has made a specialty of, he said: ' 'To 
itudy the habits of tho inoth family you 
must live arid grow up with them. The 
finest varieties fly by night, and it is 
with some difficulty that they are cap- 
lured. Tho usual way is to go out with 
a hand net and a pot of stale beer, 
sweetened with a quantity of molasses 
or sugar. 
A dash of this mixture on 


the bark of the tree, whose leaves the 
noths feed upon, is tho bait which lures 
;hem to death. As soon as they light the 
net is sprung over them, and later on 
hey are asphyxiated by being dropped 
in ^.'i etherized jar, after which they aro 
carefully Mounted and labeled. I have 
a house built especially for their prop- 
agation and filled with leaves of their 
favorite tree. With the caterpillars 
crawling to the right and left of me I 
spend many a night watching their hab- 
its from a rude cot in one comer of the 
building. It is quite a profitable busi- 
ness, besides being unusually instruct- 
ive. 
Some of the largest varieties are 
the size of a humming bird, and the 
rarest kinds, when properly mounted, 
easily bring $25. The Smithsonian in- 
stitution at Washington before tho fire 
of several years ago, had one of the 
finest entomological collections in the 
world. "—Philadelphia Press.
